T h e P resident's E m ergency R e-em ploym ent C am paign may be 
described briefly as a plan to add from 5,000,000 to 6,000,1OHO persons 
to the nation’s payrolls within the next six weeks or so, through 
agreem ents m ade w ith the President o! tile U nited Stales by som e 
5.000,000 concerns or individuals, em ploying two or m ore persons each. 


In order that this n u m b er of jobs may be m ade available, it will 
lie necessary, of course, for employers in m any cases to shorten w ork­ 
in g hours. T h e plan also provides for certain m inim um wage scales 
w h ich also in nian\ casas will mc iii added label cost- for the employer. 


T h e P resid en t’s A greem ent, however, includes a pledge of coopera­ 
tion from the consum ing public, a n d it is thus an ticip ated that the 
em ployer, while u n d ertak in g a U rg e r expense as tile direct result of 
h is agreem ent w ith the President, will gain added patronage as th e 


ju st rew ard of his pub lic spirited attitude. 
T he fact also is to be borne in m ind th at w here all em ployers act 
together to p u t people b ack on their payrolls or to raise wages, no 
em ployer as the President him self has pointed out, “ will suffer because, 
th e rd a iive level of com petitive cost xviii advance by the sam e a m ount 


for all. 
It is to be understood that till- plan is supplem entary to the plan 
of code adoption by various industrial a n d tia d e groups which has for 
its purpose the elim ination of u nfair com petition, th e establishm ent of 
m ore equable rew ards for labor, the spread o f em ploym ent and the 
control of production. T h is plan for speeding b u s in e s s recovery, 
lau n c h ed under the provisions o f the N ational Recovery Act passed 
Ly tile last Congress, is rapidly being m ade effective, a n d there will 
be no let-up on the drive lo m ake its adoption w idespread. 
T h e President s E m ergency Re-em ployment plan will bridge tim e 
a u d bring the nation out of the depression more rapidly th an if the 
code a d o p t i o n plan w ere depended upon exclusively.

A nd what is still more im portant, perhaps, tile President s E m er­ 
gency Re-em ploym ent cam paign carries certain psychological v a l u e s 
that are as priceless as patriotism at this ju n ctu re of o u r econom ic 
history. T he P resid en t himself m ade this quite clear in his recent radio 
address to the n ation w hen lie said: “ O n the basis of this sim ple p rin ­ 
ciple of everybody doing things together, we are starting out on this 
nationw ide a ttack on unem ploym ent. It will sui eccl if our people 
understand it -in the big industries, in the little shops, in the great 
cities arid in the small villages. There is nothing com plicated about it 
a n d there is n o thing particularly new in the principle. It goes back to 
the basic idea of society, and of the N ation itself, that people a cting

H ere briefly, is an out* 
line of this organized a tta ck on u nem ploym ent: In every com m unity, 
organizations are formed along m ilitary lines, which is fitting enough, 
because the P resid en t’s Em ergency Re-em ploym ent cam paign is U n a e 
S a m ’s war on unem ploym ent and the nation is rallying to the colors ju st 
as loyally as tho u g h we w ere actually engaged in a w ar against a 


f o r e i g n fur. 


T h e local com m ittee is m ade up of the active h ead s of the leading 
business and civic organizations, am i includes also th e mayor. T hese 
comm ittees in the thousands of cities a n d towns th ro u g h o u t the country 
w ere formed following telegram s an d letters sent by G eneral Johnson 
to the presidents of C ham bers of Com m erce or sim ilar trad e bodies in 
every section of the U n ited States. T hese local com m ittees elect a gen­ 
eral to have charge of the city cam paign a n d a lieutenant general who 
is a woman. T h e general selects three colonels, each of w hom is to tak e 
over a certain part of the cam paign work. F o r exam ple, Colonel No. I 
has charge of ihe “ m an pow er'’ or organization dep artm en t. U n d er his 
direction block-to-bloek canvasses will he m ade to check up on com ­ 
pliance with the P resid en t's A greem ent, and to m ake a survey of the 
unem ployed, as to ad aptability by experience as to trades and in d u s­ 
tries and thus he able m ore readily to help in the processes of assim ila­ 
tion of labor by ex p anding industries. Colonel No. 2, briefly, has ch arg e 
of new spaper publicity and kindred activities; a n d Colonel No. 3 has 
th** training a n d direction of public speakers under his charge. 
Each of these th ree colonels has seven or more m ajors on his staff, 
and each m ajor has ab o u t the sam e n u m b er of captains. E ach captain 
l as seven or m ore field workers. All of the local organizations are, of 
course, constantly supplied w ith educational and inspirational m aterial 
of all kinds from tile N atioi lei I Recovery A dm inistration in W ashington. 
L iterally tons a n d tons of prin ted m atter has been shipped to every 


nook and corner of the country. 
T h e N.R.A. em blem , know n popularly as the Blue Eagle, is one of 
the most interesting and vital features of the cam paign. All employers 
w ho sign the P resid en t’s A greem ent are entitled to display the Blue 
E ngle with the initials N.R.A . an d the w-ords “ W e Do O ur P a rt.” 
M erchants, m an u factu rers and all others who have the rig h t to display 
th e insignia by reason of their having complied w ith the P resident s 
A greem ent, are perm itted lo hang it on their walls, or in their windows, 
or on trucks and cars, and, if they so desire, to stam p it on their prod­ 
ucts or m erchandise. It is, in fact, the desire of the Recovery A dm in­ 
istration thai all m ake liberal use of this badge of patriotism . 
Any person in the U nited States who wishes to cooperate in the 
P resid en t’s E m ergency Ke-cmploj m cnl C am paign a n d be considered as 
a m em ber of the N.R.A . m ay go to the authorized establishm ent in his 
locality and sign a statem en t of cooperation as follows; 
“ / n ill cooperate in re-em ploym ent bv supporting and patron­ 
izing employers a nd w orkers who arc m em bers of N .R .A . 
A ny such signer will then he given a n d may thereafter use the 


insignia of consum er m em bership in N.R.A. 
Every phase of the progress of llii« m ighty cam paign will he flasher 
in the newspapers of the country and announced constantly over the 
radio, lr* this way everyone will he iii a position to know ju st w hat tile 
cam paign is d o in g from day to day in actually p u ttin g people back on 
the payrolls a n d ad d in g to the mass p urchasing pow er of the country. 
W hile, as has b een stated, it is desired that lib eral use of th** 
insignia be m ade by employer and consum ers, it is to be rem em bered 
that the official N.R.A . em blem is the property of the U nited S ta te ; 
G overnm ent and m ay not be used or reproduced w ithout authority of 


th e N ational Recovery A dm inistration. 
T h e lists of all employers who sign the P re sid e n t’s A greem ent are 
displayed in local post-offices an d it is urged that all employers who 
have not yet signed the agreem ent do so im m ediately and deliver them 


to their local p o s t m aster. 
W ith some m inor exceptions, the term s of the P re sid e n t ’9 Agree­ 
m ent with employers is, briefly, as follows: Any em ployer of a factory 
or m echanical w o rk er or artisan m ust not pay h im less th an 40 cents 
a n hour or work him m ore th an 35 hours a week, except that if the 
employer w ere paying less th an 40 cents for th at k in d of w ork 
on July 15 the employer can pay that ra te now, h u t not less th an 30 
cents an hour. As to all other employes— these on a weekly rate— the 
em ployer w ill pay not less th an $15 a week in a city of over 500,000 
p o pulation: or $14.50 a week in cities of betw een 250,000 and 500,000; 
or $14 a week in cities betw een 2,500 an d 250,000 po p u latio n ; or $12.00 
a week in cities of less th an 2.500 population, and the employer agrees 
not to work this class of w orkers m ore th an 40 hours a week. As to 
employes who w ere getting a higher wage, the employee m ust not 
reduce their wages b ecause of a reduction to their hours and lie should 
generally keep the usual pay (.m erenccs as betw een the lower and tile 
h ig h er paid employes. A n d after A ugust 31, he m ust not w ork children 
un d er 16 years of age. T here are, of course, some other rules which 
apply to special cases, but the term s of the agreem ent as h ere outlined 


cover the la r,re h u lk cf ceres.

DESCRIBES FARM 


ADJUSTMENT PLAN 


A gricultural C ollege President 
Says Federal Program Seeks 
to C oordinate Production 
with Reduced Exports 


BAPTIST CHURCH 


The Federal farm adjustment pro­ 
gram is partly guided by the belief 
that export of agricultural commodi­ 
ties will not soon recover its volume 
of live or ten years ago, in the opinion 
of F. 
D. Farrell, President Kansas 
Agricultural College, writing in the Au­ 
gust issue of the American Bankers 
Association Journal. 
“Nobody knows whether the farm 
adjustment 
program 
will 
succeed,’' 
writes Mr. Farrell 
“ Its sponsors de­ 
scribe it frankly as an experiment. It 
seeks to socialize agriculture at least 
to the extent that farmers, in what is 
believed to be the t abl ic Interest, will 
restrain their production activities and 
that processors, distributors and con­ 
sumers will contribute something to­ 
ward paying farmer? for exercising 
this restraint. 
Tile adjustment pro­ 
grams definitely arc based on the fact 
that prices are determined primarily 
by supply and demand. They also are 
based on the assumption that the ex­ 
port business in agricultural commodi­ 
ties will not soon return to its volume 
of five or ten years ago. 


Dependence on Public Support 
“The plan 
offers wheat price in­ 
surance for 1033. 1934 and 1935, for 
the domestically consumed portion of 
tile wheat crop. The insured price is to 
be sufficiently high to give the do­ 
mestically consumed portion of the 
wheat crop pre-war purchasing power. 
If the plan is as effective as its spon­ 
sors hope it will be, the reduction in 
supply may influence wheat prices so 
that the entire wheat crop will have 
pre-war purchasing power. 
“ If the adjustment 
program 
suc­ 
ceeds, its launching probably will mark 
the end of an era of extreme individual­ 
ism 
in 
agriculture 
in 
the 
United 
States,” says Mr. Farrell. 
“Recent 
fundamental 
changes 
led 
Secretary Wallace to say, ‘What we 
really have to do is to change the 
whole psychology of the people of the 
United States.' This is a large order. 
It involves the whole program of farm 
adjustment as well as the larger na­ 
tional economic program, of which 
farm adjustment is a part. 
If the 
people decline to participate in the 
program to the extent necessary to 
give the experiment a fair trial, we 
shall never know whether farm ad­ 
justm ent as now proposed would have 
succeeded or not if it had been given 
a fair trial.”

A book on “Making Farm Invest­ 
ments 
Safe" has been prepared by 
the Agricultural Commission of the 
American Bankers Association, sum­ 
marizing material published by it dur­ 
ing the past ten years. 
It presents a 
compendium of scientific farts, prac­ 
tice and experience in farming, with 
timely and helpful suggestions to serve 
as a reference and guide in the daily 
routine of banking and fanning. From 
it practical workers in these fields can 
obtain an idea as to what extent and 
in what manlier farm loans should be 
limited by soil erosion, weeds, plant 
diseases, rodents and fire hazards, etc. 
The book also indicates how much 
is added to the security of a farm loan 
by the farmer who keeps accounts and 
practices good business methods, as 
well as the extent to which loans are 
safeguarded by crop rotation, produc­ 
tion of legumes, judicious use of com­ 
mercial fertilizers, the use of quality 
seed and the providing of home grow n 
feeds. 
Another section sets forth tile pre­ 
cautions that should bo exercised by 
both 
the 
banker 
and farmer when 
negotiating loans to increase oi im­ 
prove dairy production, or beef, sheep, 
swine or poultry production, as well 
as what factors should be considered 
in the economic marketing of products 
and the way efficiency in production 
affects efficiency in marketing. Many 
other everyday derails of farm 
life 
that have a practical financial signifi­ 
cance are treated in the book. A par­ 
ticular important section deals with 
experience with farm leases and an­ 
other with directed farm credit.
